J ever may he the faults of subordinate agents, in that 
branch of public business, no room is left for a doubt 
i that its chief at Washington has discharged his duty 
with an ability, firmness and impartiality, which en- 
j title him to universal respect and confidence. 
Un- 
discriminating censure is the parent of equally undis- 
criminating defence ; and we ought not to be surprised, 
' if, when a high functionary of indisputable talents and 
exhaustless industry 
has recklessly and constantly 
imputed to him every error, absurdity, or miscon­ 
duct of the countless organs of his department, a deaf 
and inflexible attitude of wholesale vindication be as­ 
sumed.

O f these “ misrepresentations,” I know no 
thing, having never seen any thing in the public prints 
upon the subject, except what was in the Apalachicola 
Advertiser. 
The representation published in that pa­ 
per, related to facts perfectly well-known to the com­ 
munity there ; and 1 venture to say, will not be con­ 
tradicted by the respectable inhabitants of the place ; 
but whether they were made by the “ friends of St. 
Joseph,” I am uninformed. 
I will, however, say, 
that I can conceive o( no adequate motive which should 
prompt any “ friend of St. Joseph” to misrepresent 
Apalachicola. 
The act would he as unnecessary, as it 
would he wicked. 
T o tell one h a lf the truth, in re­ 
lation to that place, would be sufficient to “ damn it to 
everlasting fame.” 
T he very admissions of the writing 
proprietor, are sufficient for that object. 
“ A place so 
uriheulthy as annually to cause its depopulation, by the 
flight of every inhabitant, who has the means of re­ 
moving. 
A harbor admitting only vessels drawing eight 
feet— (it is only seven feet) compelling vessels drawing 
twelve feet, to take iu and discharge their cargoes at 
the distance of three, and larger vessels, at the distance 
of sixteen miles.” 
YY’hat but fatuity itself, under such 
circumstances, can expect a commercial city to grow 
up at Apalachicola ; while in its immediate vicinity, the 
Bay of St. Joseph affords a harbor unsurpassed by any 
in the Union, with a town site, possessing every pos­ 
sible advantage ; and unalloyed by a single ingredient 
in its localities, which can cause the least apprehension 
us to health? 
At home ! no fear of rivalry is felt by the friends of 
St. Joseph. 
They are aware, however, that a large 
expenditure of northern capital in Apalachicola, may 
enable it a little while longer to linger put a sickly ex ­ 
istence; but they know that die it must, and die it will. 
And without being influenced by oqe selfish feeling, 
they may deprecate such a waste of (he irtean9 of doing 
good. 
Bo it remembered that neither by representation or 
misrepresentation, are tho friends of St Joseph endeav­ 
oring to sell lots in this city. 
These lots are to be

gent of the stockholders, aided by a competent engineer, 
made a minute examination of all the 
localities con­ 
nected therewith. 
And on the Lake YVimico side of 
the town, the examination was made in steamboats.— 
It is only at very low stages of the water in Apalachi­ 
cola river, that the bar in the Lake presents any imped- 
iarnent to the passage of steamboats—at such times only 
four feet of water can be carried over. 
But Lake 
YVimico is only a dilation of the Apalachicola river— 
and its surface is elevated, or depressed, as the water 
in that liver rises or .alls. 
W hen the river admits a 
navigation by steamboats from Columbus, the water 
over the bar is deep enough. 
At any rate the company 
mean to clear a channel through the bar, which will 
afford navigation at all stages ol the water, and for this 
purpose they are now building a dredging machine.— 
T he channel can be opened in a week, and wilt be kept 
open, either by the machine or by the passage of the 
steamboats, 
indeed, can it he supposed that a com­ 
pany, comprising among its members as much of in­ 
telligence as any other company in the Union, would 
have embarked a capital of two hundred and fiftv thous­ 
and dollars in an enterprize, which could be defeated 
by *uch an obstacle ? 
I assume, that when the steam­ 
boat is said to have grounded, the river was very low. 
— I do so because a letter from a merchant in Colum­ 
bus, dated the 17th instant, says : “ YVe have not had 
a river yet, but have a fine prospect ride, as it has been 
raining for the last 24 hours, und our river has swollen 
a little.” 
That the fact, if indeed it occurred, was ut 
Apalachicola deemed of not the least importance, I in­ 
fer from the entire silence in relation to it, of a letter 
I have recently received from the Treasurer of the St 
Joseph Company, now resident at that place. 
It is not 
conceivable that in writing to a large stockholder, he 
would hi.ve failed to mention the circumstance it it was 
deemed of the least importance. 
And as this letter is 
germain to the subject in hand, I will insert an ex tract: 
After acknowledging receipt of an instalment of three 
thousand dollars, lie adds, ‘This it is believed will he 
the last call made on the stockholders. 
T he balance 
which wilt become due from the company for the con­ 
struction of the railroad, wharves, warehouse, locomo­ 
tives, cars, mud machines and incidentals, will be ob­ 
tained by sale o f the town lots. 
Mr Gray (the con­ 
tractor) has 230 mechanics and laborers employed, nnd 
200 morcare daily expected. 
YVilli this force, he as­ 
sures us, the work will he completed according to con­ 
tract, by the 14th December, at tho furthest.’ 


Explanatory of this letter, it may be proper to state, 
that the city of St Joseph will be built on the east side of 
the Bay of that name, and six miles north-west of the 
branch ot Lake YV imico, having a depth of ten feet of 
water. 
'The city is to be connected with the lake by a 
steamboat canal. 
But for the immediate accommoda­ 
tion of commerce, and to facilitate its future excavation, 
a railroad is being constructed along the margin of tho 
intended can I. 
H hurves and warehouses are ulso to he 
built at the two ends of the railroad, on the b iy und on 
the lake. 
1 he wharf on the bay will admit alongside 
vessels ol 17 leet draught of water, and a double track 
ot railroad will extend along its whole length. 
All of 


the*# wort* are und< r heavy penalty fur failure, to be 
completed by the 14th December.
